On  June  IS),  by  a vote  of  sixty-seven  to 
six  the  United  States  Senate  passed  a bill 
providing  for  theeonstruc- 
Kthmicin  Canal.  tton  of  a canal  across  the 
Isthmus  id  Panama.  It 
was  expected  that  the  Panama  route 
would  prevail  over  the  Nicaragua.  The 
President  isi authorized  to  purchase  all  the 
.rights  owned  by  the  new  Panama  Canal 
Company  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  in- 
cluding all  tlhe  capital  stock  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company  owned  or  held  for  use 
bv  the  Canal  Company,  provided  a satis- 
factory* title  to  all  of  the  projxrty  can  Ire 
obtained.  The  President  is  also  authorized 
to  acquire  from  the  Colombian  republic  a 
strip  of  lankl  not  less  than  six  miles  in 
width  extending  from  the  Carib1x*an  Sea 
to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  to  lx*  under  the  exclu- 
sive and  ixrpetual  control  of  the  United 
States.  The  United  States  will  have  entire 
control  of  this  strip  of  land  and  of  the 
poyts  at  either  end  of  the  canal.  This  gov- 
ernment will  ajso  control  and  operate  the 
I Vmima  railroad.  If  satisfactory  titles  to 
/all  this  property  cannot  lx  secured,  then 
the  President  is  instructed  to  accept  the 
Nicaraguan  route.  The  Panama  route  is 
about  forty  miles  long. 

This  means  that  our  government  will 
own  down  there  about  4-80  square  miles  of 
land.  The  Nicaraguan  route  is  183  miles 
in  length. 

The  President  is  not  authorized  to  pay 
more  than  $40,000,000  for  the  Panama 
enterprise.  An  appropriation  of  $10,000,- 
000  to  begin  with  has  been  made,  and  an 
additional  sum  of  $135,000,000  should 
the  Panama  route  lx  adopted,  or  $180,- 
000,000  if  we  have  to  turn  to  the  Nicara- 
guan route. 

Mr.  Stead,  in  his  great  book,  “The  Amer- 
icanization of  the  World,”  points  out  that 
the  construction  of  the  Tehuantepec  rail- 
way now  in  the  hands  of  a British  contrac- 
tor will  be  complete  in  two  years,  while  it 
will  probably  require  ten  to  complete  the 
canal.  By  the  canal  large  vessels  are  to  be 
floated  from  sea  to  sea,  and  by  the  railroad 
they  are  to  be  hauled  (Overland  from  sea  to 
sea.  This interooeanic  enterprise  of  a huge 
railway  is  a few  hundred  miles  north  of 
the  canal,  crossing  Mexico  at  the  nar- 
rowest point,  which  is  about  130  miles 
across.  Surely  this  is  an  age  of  gigantic 
projects.

Y^our  words  concerning  "church  festivals” 
havn't  the  l ight  ring  to  one  who  sees  the 
matter  from  rajy  view-point.  If  vou  are 
right,  then  I am  wrong.  If  I am  wrong, 
I want  to  get  right.  I contend  that  these 
modern  church  festivals,  such  as  church 
suppers,  yhnreh  bazaars,  cake  walks,  balls, 
guessing,  posing,  raffling,  and  the  like,  all 
lxlong  to  tlhe  same  family,  and  that  for 
a church  to  resort  to  these  thing  to  get 
money  fpr  any  cause,  is  unscriptural. 
Now  1 ai|i  \rilling  to  grant  that  some  of 
these  thirtgs  may  lx*  had  with  little  or  no 
moral  evil  attending  them,  except  as  they 
antagonize  the  Scripturqp.  There  is  no 
moral  evil  :in  sprinkling  for  Baptism — of 
course  I myaii  bv  moral  evil  an  act  that 
degrades  character — It  is  a mere  jxrver- 
version  of  Srripture,  hence  a sin  of  disobe- 
dience. The  same  is  true  of  decent  church 
entertainjue bts.  The,  whole  business  of 
church  festivals — like  sprinkling— is  an  at- 
tempted substitute  for  what  God  has 
plainly  commanded. 

YY’e  Baptists  contend  strenuously — and 
rightly  so— that  where  God  has  given  us  a 
command  to  do  any  given  thing  in  a given 
way,  that  t lat  command  forbids  the  doinjg 
of  that  thing  in  any  other  way — I know 
you  will  agifee  to  that.  If  not,  please  let 
the  sprinklers  alone.  YY’e  are  not  to  take 
from  nor  add  to  the  Scriptures.  Besides, 
Baptists  ao  not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of 
“ essentials  and  non-essentials The  doc- 
trine of  esstntialism  lxgins  with  Genesis, 
and  goes  through  Revelation. 

To  the  main  question — Has  God  given 
any  directions — either  by  precept  or  exam- 
ple— concern  ng  the  finances  of  His  church  ? 
Is  there  a N.  T.  system  of  finance  forX.  T — 
churches,  or  Were  the  Churches  left  to  work 
out  and  oper  itea  systcmoftheirown?I  take 
it  that  He  in  stituted  a system  of  finances 
along  with  the  institution  of  the  church, 
and  that  the  finances  of  the  church  must 
be  the  execution  Of  that  system,  else  there 
will  be  a cras  h.  Y’ou  had  just  as  well  un- 
dertake to  rim  the  l’.  S.  A.  government  by 
means  of  festivals  as  to  run  churches — Gov- 
ernments wcie  never  intended  to  run  that 
way — Are  inch  iviser  than  God  ?
